Massachusetts College Societas Rosicruciana 
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HE recent revival of 
Massachusetts College 
“Societas Rosicruciana” 
in Boston, suggests that

As far as is known the history 
of the Rosicrucians begins with a 
book published in Cassel in 1614 
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greeted his books. Paracelcus was 
born in Germany in 1493 and died 
1541. It is said that he devoted 
his youth to the study and practice 
of Astrology, Alchemy and Magic 
and that “he was perhaps the most 
distinguished Charlatan who ever 
made a figure in the world.” In 
his “Treatise on Metals” he said 
“God will permit a discovery of 
the highest importance to be made, 
it must be hidden till the advent of 
the artist Elia 5 “And 
it is true, there is nothing concealed 
which shall not be discovered: for 
which cause a marvellous being 
shall come after me, who as yet 
lives not, and who shall reveal many 
things.” 

“These passages,” says Waite, 
“have been claimed as referring to 
the founder of the Rosicrucian 
order, and as prophecies of this 
character are usually the outcome 
of a general desire rather than of 
an individual inspiration, they are 
interesting evidence that then as 
now many thoughtful people were 
looking for another saviour of s0- 
ciety.” At the beginning of the sev- 
enteenth century “a great and gen- 
eral reformation,” says Buhle—‘a 
reformation far more radical and 
more directed to the moral im- 
provement of mankind than that 
accomplished by Luther,—was be- 
lieved to be impending over the 
human race, as a necessary fore- 
runner to the day of judgment.” 
The comet of 1572 was declared by 
Paracelcus to be “the sign and har- 
binger of the approaching revolu- 
tion,” and it will be readily believed 
that his innumerable disciples would 
welcome a_ secret society whose 
vast claims were founded on the 
philosophy of the master whom they 
also venerated, as a supreme factor 
in the approaching reformation. 
Paracelcus, however, had recorded 
a still more precise prediction, name- 
ly, that “soon after the decease of 


the Emperor Rudolph, there would 
be found three treasures that had 
never been revealed before that 
time.” 

The three treasures are sup- 
posed to have been the “Universal 
Reformation,” “Fama Fraternita- 
tis,” and “Confessio Fraternitatis.” 
The first was an Italian work pub- 
lished about 1610-14, and_ relates 
that the seven wise men of Greece 
were summoned by Apollo to de- 
liberate on the misery of mankind 
and to devise ways of relief. 

The methods suggested for im- 
proving the world were exceedingly 
novel, and, as will be observed, im- 
practicable. Thales said: “The true 
and immediate cure, then, for these 
present evils consists in necessitat- 
ing men to live with candour of 
mind and purity of heart, which 
cannot be better effected then by 
making a little window in men’s 
breasts, which exposing their hearts 
will show whether or not their words 
are sincere.” Solon advised 
communism; Chilo recommended 
the banishment of gold and silver, 
Cleobulus of iron; Pittachus ad- 
vised more rigorous laws to compel 
men to live in virtue; Periander 
said that the best way to govern is 
to confer places of highest dignity 
on men of great merit and known 
worth; Bias claimed the real remedy 
was to force every Nation to re- 
turn to their own country and to 
destroy all bridges and other means 
of communication; Cato desired a 
new deluge that would sweep away 
all women and that some arrange- 
ment should be made whereby the 
species should be continued without 
their aid. This proposition of Cato’s 
displeased the assembly, who cast- 
ing themselves upon the ground, 
with their hands held up to heaven, 
they humbly beseeched “Almighty 
God that He would preserve the ex- 
cellent female sex, and that He 
would keep mankind from any more 
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heavy, and the unspeakable con- 
cource of the sick hindered them, 
and also whilst his new building 
(called Sancti Spiritus) was now 
finished, they concluded to draw and 
receive yet others more into their 
Fraternity. To this end was chosen 
Brother R. C., his deceased father’s 
brother's son: Brother L., a skil- 
ful painter; G. G., and P. D., their 
secretary, all Germans except I. A., 
so in all they were eight in number. 
All batchelors and of vowed vir- 
ginity, by whom was collected, a 
book or yvolumn of all that which 
man ¢an desire, wish, or hope for.” 
- After the Brethren had been suf- 
ficiently instructed and able “to 
discourse of secret and manifest 
philosophy,” they agreed to separate 
and to travel in other countries. 
They agreed as follows: 

“First, That none of them should 
profess any other thing than to cure 
the sick, and that gratis. 

Second, None of the posterity 
should be constrained to wear one 
certain kind of habit, but therein to 
follow the custom of the country. 

Third, That every year, upon the 
day C., they should meet together 
at the house “Sancti Spiritus,” oF 
write the cause of his absence. 

Fourth, Every Brother should 
look about for a worthy person, 
who, after his decease, might suc- 
ceed him. 

Fifth, The word R. C., should be 
their seal, mark, and character. 

Sixth, The Fraternity should re- 
main seeret one hundred years. 

These six articles they bound 
themselves one to another to keep; 
five of the. Brethren departed, only 
the Brethren B. and D. remained 
with the Father, Brother R. C., @ 
whole year. When these likewise 
departed, then remained by him his 
cousen and Brother T. O., so that 
he hath all the days of his life with 
him two of his Brethren. And al- 
though that as yet the Church was 


w 
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not cleansed, nevertheless, we know 
that they did think of her, and what 
with longing desire they looked for. 
Every year they assembled together 
with joy, and made a full resolution 
of that which they had done.” 
The Brethren are said to have 
passed their lives in a laudable man- 
ner and although the members were 
free from pain and diseases, “yet 
notwithstanding they could not live 
and pass the time appointed of 
God.” When the members died 
their place of burial was kept secret 
so it happened that even the burial 
place of the founder was unknown 
to the brethren until it was dis- 
covered by accident. Previous to 
this a newly initiated brother had 
been informed “that this Fraternity 
should ere long not remain so hid- 
den, but should be to all the whole 
German nation helpful, needful, and 
commendable.” The finding of the 
burial place of the founder resulted 
from the alteration of the building 
occupied by the Brethren. “Tn such 
renewing, he lighted upon the Me- 
morial Table, which was cast of 
brasse, and containeth all the names 
of the Brethren, with some few other 
things. This he would transfer into 
another more fitting vault, for where 
or when Brother R. C. died, or in 
what country he was buried, was 
by our predecessors concealed and 
unknown to us. In this table stuck 
a great naile, somewhat strong, so 
that when it was with force drawn 
out it took with it an indifferent 
big stone out of the thin wall or 
plastering of the hidden door, and 
so unlooked for uncovered the door, 
whereat we did with joy and long- 
ing throw down the rest of the wall 
and cleared the door, upon which 
was written in great letters — 
“Post CNN Annos Patebo,” 
with the year of the Lord under Hits, 
Therefore we gave God thanks, and 
let it rest that same night, because 
first we would overlook our Rota . 
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but we refer ourselves again to the 
Confession, for what we here pub- 
lish is done for the help of those that 
are worthy, but to the unworthy, 
God willing, it will be small profit. 
For like as our door was after so 
many years wonderfully discovered, 
also there shall be opened a door to 
Europe (when the wall is removed), 
which already doth begin to appear, 
and with great desire is expected 
of many.” 

“In the morning following we 
opened the door, and there appeared 
to our sight a vault of seven sides 
and seven corners, every side five 
foot broad, and the height of eight 
foot. Although the sun never 
shined in this vault, nevertheless, 
it was enlightened with another sun, 
which had learned this from the 
sun, and was situated in the upper 
part in the center of the sieling. 
In the midst, instead of a tomb- 
stone, was a round altar, covered 
with a plate of brass, and thereon 
this engrayen — 

Ay C. ROG, Hoc Universi Com- 
pendium unius mihi sepul- 
chrum feci. 

Round about the first circle or 
brim stood, 

Jesus mihi omnia, 
: In the middle were four 
inclosed in circles,

This is all clear and bright, as also 
the seventh side and the two hepta- 
gons. So we kneeled down together, 
and gave thanks to the sole wise 
sole mighty, and sole eternal God, 
who hath taught us more than all 
men’s wits could have found out, 
praised be His holy name. This 
vault we parted in three parts, the 
upper part or sieling, the wall or 
side, and the ground or floor. Of 
the upper part you shall understand 


no more at this time, but that it was 

divided according to the seven sides 

in the triangle which was in. the 

bright center; but what therein is 

contained you (that are desirous of 

our Society) shall, God willing, be- 

hold the same with your own eyes. 

Every side or wall is parted into 

ten Squares, every one with their 

several figures and sentences, as 

they are truly shewed and sect forth 

“concentratum” here in our book. 

The bottom again is parted in the 
triangle, but because therein is des- 
cribed the power and rule of the 
Inferior Governors, we leave to 
manifest the same, for fear ol abuse 
by the evil and ungodly world, But 
those that are provided and stored 
with the Heavenly Antidote, do 
without fear or hurt, tread on and 
bruise the head of the old and — 
serpent, which this our age 1s wel 

fitted for. Every side or wall had 
a door for a chest, wherein there 
lay divers things, especially all our 
books, which otherwise we had. he- 
sides the Vocabulario” of Theophra- 
tus Paracelsus of ITohenheim, and 
these which daily unfalsifieth we do 
participate. THercin also we found 
his “Itinerarium’” and = “Vita, 

whence this relation for the most 
part is taken. In another chest were 
looking glasses of diver virtues, a5 
also in other places were little bells, 
burning lamps, and chiefly wonder- 
ful artificial songs—generally all 
was done to that end, that if it 
should happen, after many hundred 
years, the Fraternity should come 
to nothing, they might by this onely 
vault be restored again.” 


“Now, as we had not yet seen the 
dead body of our careful and wise 
Tather, we therefore removed the 
altar aside; then we lifted up a4 
strong plate of brass, and found a 
fair and worthy body, whole and 
unconsumed, as the same is here 
lively counterfeited, with all the 
oimaments and attires. Tn his hand 
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he held a parchment called T, the 
which next unto the Bible is our 
greatest treasure, which ought not 
to be delivered to the censure of the 
world. At the end of this book 
standeth this following ‘Elogium.’” 

Then follows in Latin a very high 
tribute to the character and learning 
of C. R. C., the founder of the order, 
in which is mentioned his noble 
qualities and profound knowledge ot 
the mysteries of nature, ending with 
the announcement of his death at 
the age of one hundred and twenty 
years. Underneath this eulogy they 
had subscribed themselves,

Following this is a confession of 
their Christian faith and acknowl- 
edgement of two Sacraments with 
all Iforms and Ceremonies of the 
first and renewed Church. 

It is the common opinion concern- 
ing the Rosicrucians that their most 
valuable secrets were those of Al- 
chemy and Chemistry, by which 
they were enabled to produce the 
Elixir-Vitae, and transform the 
baser metals to gold. 

Referring to the latter they say: 

Concerning “ungodly and ac- 
cursed gold-making.” “The true 
philosophers esteem little of the 
making of gold, for they have a 
thousand better things. We say 
with our loving Father C. R. C. 
‘Phy aurium nisi quantum aurum,’ 
for unto him the whole nature is 


detected; he doth not rejoice that 

he can make gold, and that, as saith 

Christ, the devils are obedient unto 

him, but is glad that he seeth the 

Heavens open, the angels of God 

ascending and descending, and his 

name written in the book of life.” 

Regarding the attitude of the 
world towards them they say: “And 
this we say for a truth, that whoso- 
ever shal earnestly, and from his 
heart, bear affection unto us, it shal 
be beneficial to him in goods, body, 
and soul; but he that is false-hearted, 
or onely greedy of riches, the same 
first of all shal not be able in any 
manner of wise to hurt us, but bring 
himself to utter ruine and destruc- 
tion.” 

The “Confessio,” which might 
next be considered, is too long to 
print in this article. It claims to 
give thirty-seven reasons “of our 
purpose and intention the which, ac- 
cording to thy pleasure thou mayst 
seek out and compare together, con- 
sidering within thyself if they be 
sufficient to allure thee.” 

The “Confessio” explains the 
doctrine of the “Fama” and al- 
though it professes to present the 
claims of the Rosicrucians seriously 
and honestly it is accepted by most 
students ina different way. Gould 
says it sounds like “a nonsensical 
parody on the ordinary philosophical 
jargon of the day and there are 
many passages in it as well as some 
in the “Fama” which will especially 
bear this interpretation.” 

He admits however that “Andrea,” 
the reputed author, “was a man of 
talent, and one sincerely desirous of 
benefiting mankind, especially Ger- 
man-kind, and may have 
sought to clear the ground by crush- 
ing the existing false philosophers 
with ridicule.’ He may, however, 
as has been suggested, have sought 
through this organization to sur- 
round himself with a class of en- 
thusiasts from whom he could select 
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those he desired for real workers 
in his proposed reformation. 

The “Chymical Marriage” is con- 
sidered a comic romance and al- 
though exceedingly interesting it 
will not be reviewed at this time, as 
it gives but little light on the history 
and secrets of the Fraternity. 

It has been frequently asserted 
that Freemasonry was founded by 
the Rosicrucians. The most notable 
advocate of this opinion was Pro- 
fessor Buhle, a professor of Phil- 
osophy in the University of Got- 
‘tingen, who in 1804 published a 
work, in the German language, en- 
titled, “On the Origin and the Prin- 
cipal Events of the Orders of Rosi- 
crucianism and Freemasonry.” The 
theory of Professor Buhle was that 
Freemasonry was instituted by An- 
drea in the year 1629. 

The following remarks relating 
to the association of Rosicrucian- 
ism and = Freemasonry is con- 
densed from Gould’s “History of 
Freemasonry.” We do not attempt 
to give credit to individual authori- 
ties, our desire being simply to give 
the information as succinctly as 
possible. : 

Buhle says that the immediate 
name of “Masons” was derived from 
the legend in the Fama Fraternita- 
tis, or the “Home of the Holy 
Ghost. , Some have understood this 
expression to mean a literal house. 
The expression must however be un- 
derstood as allegorical: it represent- 
ed the purpose er object of the 
Rosicrucians. It was the secret wis- 
dom, or in their words “magic — 
vi (1) Philosophy of nature, or 
occult knowledge of the works of 
God; (2) Theology, or the occult 
knowledge of God himself: (3) Re- 
ligion, or God's occult intercourse 
with the spirit of men :—which they 
fancied was transmitted from Adam 
through the Cabbalists to them- 
selves. They distinguished between 
a carnal and a spiritual knowledge 


of this magic. The spiritual being 
Christianity, symbolised by Christ 
Himself as a rock, and as a build- 
ing of which he is the head and 
foundation. 7 

A spiritual rock and a building of 
human nature, in which men are 


_the stones, and Christ the Corner 


stone. But how shall stones move 
and arrange themselves into a build- 
ing? Ye must be transformed from 
dead into living stones of philos- 
ophy. But what is a living stone? 
A living stone is a “Mason” who 
builds himself up into the wall as 
part of the temple of human nature. 
The manner of this transformation 
is taught us by the Apostle. where 
he says: “let the same mind be im 
you which is in Jesus.” In these 
pas sages we see the rise of the alle- 
goric name of Masons. ‘The Apostle 
instructs us under the image ot @ 
husbandman or an architect, and 
had the former type been adopted, 
we should have had “Pree-husband- 
men” instead of “I*ree-masons. 
The society was therefore, to be 
a “masonic” society. 

The first great event in the art of 
Masonry was the building of the 
Tower of Babel. The second great 
incident in the art was the building 
of Solomon’s Temple. ITiram_ the 
architect was to the English Rost- 
crucians a type of Christ,—and the 
legend of Masons regarding Hiram 
has made the type still more strik- 
ing. 

The symbolic interest to the E-ng- 
lish Rosicrucians in the attributes, 
legends, and incidents of the art ex- 
ercised by the literal Masons of real 
life naturally brought the two orders 
into. some connection with each 
other—and the same buildings 
Which accommodated the guild of 
builders in their professional mect- 
ings offered a desirable means of 
cecret assemblies to the early Free- 


masons.

“An apparatus of implements and 
utensils, such as were presented in 
the fabulous sepulchre of Father 
Rosycross, was here actually 
brought together. And accordingly, 
it is upon record that the first formal 
and solemn lodge of Freemasons, on 
occasion of which the very name of 
I'reemasons was first publicly made 
known, was held in Mason's Hall, 
Mason's Alley, Basinghall Street, 
London, in the year 1646. Into 
this lodge it was that Ashmole the 
antiquary was admitted.” 

Gould says of this, “A very pretty 
and ingenious theory, but unfortu- 
nately not quite in harmony with the 
facts of history.” The initiation 
of Elias Ashmole was not in Lon- 
don, but at Warrington as is well 
known. 
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Undoubtedly many men of edu- 
cation were interested in the mys- 
tic ideas of Rosicrucianism. Among 
the names that have come down to 
us of educated men who were Rosi- 
crucians, we have those of Elias 
Ashmole, Sir Christopher Wren and 
John Lock, and it may be that Ash- 
mole and his friends did have some 
influence in shaping the character 
of Speculative Masonry which was 
then developing from guilds of Op- 
erative Masonry, but we may rest 
assured that Freemasonry was not 
the product of the Rosicrucians, for, 
as Gould says, “It will not be diffi- 
cult to carry back the history of the 
Freemasons beyond the point of 
contact with the Rosicrucians.”

Beneath The Surface

ENEATH the surface of 
| the earth are found the 
most valued of metals, 
the costliest gems. 
; p .within the blue 
water of the ever restless ocean, are 
hidden the priceless pearls, for

“Errors like straws, upon the sur- 
face flow; 

He who would search for pearls 
must dive below.” 


All vegetation derives its suste- 
nance from beneath the soil. All evo- 
lution proceeds from within, outward. 
The sparkling fount of water that 


springs from the green oasis of the 
sandy desert, to sustain and nourish 
the weary traveler, and the tired 
famishing beast, wells up from be- 
low, and the dry arid sand produces 
from its depths the life giving and 
invigorating propertie . 

From beneath the ground springs 
the mighty river whitened by the 
sails of commerce of many nations, 
bearing on its waters the waves 
of many climes. Deep down 
in the bowels of mother earth 
are found the materials for light, 
warmth, and the sustenance for the 
countless host of humanity. The 
beauty of a flower appeals to the 
senses, but the subtle perfume 15 
derived from within. 

A superficial observation of 
object may please the eye, but un- 
less we give to it more than a pass~ 
ing glance, more than an ordinary 
thought, the real hidden beauty, the 
veritable soul of the thing remains 
unrecognized. For instance, a splen- 
did painting, a beautiful piece of 
‘sculpture, or a rare work in mosaics, 
does not appeal to the casual ob- 
server so forcibly as it does to one 


any 
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who studies it, one who lingers long 
over every portion of its intricate 
and pains-taking developments, and 
sees in the handiwork of the artist 
who wrought it, something of the 
soul, of the idea that he embodied 
in his creation. 

A classical piece of music falls 
flat unless the hearer can sense the 
breathings of the master soul who 
composed it, and endowed it with 
the richest and highest part of him- 
self. 

Thus it is with Masonry; one 
must go beneath the surface to ap- 
preciate it, to know it for what it 
is. Ilow often do we meet men, 
who have been partakers at the 
fountain of Masonic knowledge, 
who have only seen the outward 
semblance of the inner truth; who 
failed to catch the inner meaning 
of what had been imparted to them, 
and had turned aside, saying with 
bitterness, “There is nothing in it.” 
It is to such that Masonry owes the 
lukewarmness that is noticeably pre- 
valent, especially in the blue lodge: 
Phere is too much rush towards the 
ostrich plumes of the brethren of 
Malta; too much regard to the out- 
ward trappings, gorgeous in velvet 
and gilt: too much love for parades 
and junketings, all pleasant in them- 
selves if the idea is only carried be- 
low the surface. i‘ 


Let us pause a bit and confer with 
our own real selves. The old axiom, 
“Man know thyself!’ is a most trite 
one, and it behooves us Masons to 
heed it somewhat. Do we know 
ourselves? Are we in full and com- 
plete touch with our inner natures, 
the real and true part of each one 
of us? Do we really and honestly 
get beneath the surface of what the 
world supposes to be us? We are 
apt to be one thing to the world, 
and another thing to ourselves. 

If we calmly look our nature 
closely in the face, and allow the 
real soul part of us to assert the 
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domination, there surely will emerge 
from beneath the surface a divinity 
that will lift us high above the 
petty cares and worries of life, and 
demonstrate to us that to achieve 
the best, we must go deep beneath 
our outer covering. 

To the thinking Mason here oc- 
curs an opportunity to penetrate the 
outer crust of his brother man. Let 
him know this, that the surface ap- 
pearance is transitory, misleading 
and unreal, a mask that conceals 
the real man. However repugnant 
he may appear to the eye, we must 
never forget that we are gazing on 
his counterfeit, that deep down 
within that man is the same essence 
of godliness, the same touch of the 
divine that unites all men into one 
common brotherhood, and when we 
condemn him for his faults (not 
comiitted by his rea self, but its 
conterpart) we are condemning our- 
selves. 

Men of Tyre! Here is food for 
much thought. First, learn to know 
thine own’ self, and then thou 
wilt know thy brother, who after 
all is but a part of you, because “its 
asmuch as ye do it unto one, ye do 
it unto all.” 

Aspirants for higher degrees! 
Have you penetrated below the sur- 
face of the truths exposed to you 
in the three symbolic degrees? In 
your zeal for higher love, have you 
fully understood the interior sym- 
bolism of the Apprentice; the philo- 
sophical teachings of a Fellow 
Craft: or the lesson of the two op- 
posites, of light and darkness, life 
and death of the Masters Degree? 
Pause well ere you desert the blue 
lodge, your Masonic birthplace, the 
foundation which sustains the en- 
tire superstructure of Masonry. 
Delve deeply below the surface, and 
enrich yourselves with the treasure 
therein contained, that you may 
give of your store to others, and 
shed cheer and hope to them while 
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traveling the rugged paths of life, 
for to do this is true brotherhood. 

Do this while the day is with us, 
“for the night cometh when no man 
can work.” These are wholesome 
truths, and will bear putting into 
earnest and sincere practice. Study 
your fellow man, and bring to the 
surface that which is struggling for 
recognition, that divine birthright, 
that touch of nature that ‘makes 
the whole world kin.”

Thrice Illustrious Master 


EAE fortieth anniversary 
of the founding of Med- 
ford Council of Royal 
and Select Masters was 
observed in Masonic 
Hall, Medford, Mass., Thursday, 
April 15, 1909. It was the date of 
the regular assembly and was also 
the occasion for the official visita- 
tion of R. I. Companion George H. 
Mullen, grand principal conductor 
of the work of the Grand Council of 
R. and S. Masters. The acting 
grand master of ceremonies was 


Austin A. Heath, past thrice illustri- 
ous master of Hiram Council, \Wor- 
cester. 

There was a large array of dis- 
tinguished visitors including Grand 
Master Benton, Past Grand Master 
Crandon and Deputy Grand Master 
Odell. Thrice [lustrious Master 
Adam Weir extended a cordial wel- 
come to his guests; the first to be 
received being Grand Master Lenton 
and suite. Rt. Ilustrious George 
H. Mullen was attended by a suite 
of distinguished members of the rite, 
some of them coming from beyond 
the limits of the state. 

Medford Council was instituted 
April 16, 1869, and was constituted 
and dedicated Jan. 7, 1870, by the 
then presiding grand master, Charles 
I. Powers. 

There were 14 charter members, 
of whom five are living and four re- 
main with the council. “They are 
Samuel C, Lawrence, Daniel \W. 
Lawrence, Parker R. Litchfield and 
Charles Joyce. Smith D. Har- 
rington was one of the original five, 
and is now a member of another 
council, 


The Council improved this oc- 
casion to express appreciation of the 
long and valued service of some of 
its officials. A gold jewel was pre- 
sented to Comp. George B. Green, 
who has served as treasurer from 
the beginning of the Council. A 
gold jewel was also presented to 
Comp. Harry J. Newhall, who has 
been sentinel seventeen years. An- 
other pleasant incident was a pres- 
entation to the Council of one of the 
“ereat lights,” a Bible, which was 
given by Alderman Joseph C. Smith. 


The exercises of the evening con- 
cluded with a banquet. There was 
an elaborate souvenir containing a 
history of the Council and showing 
a group picture of the present staff. 

Thrice Illustrious Master Weir 
introduced Past Grand Master 
Crandon, an honorary member of 
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the Council, as toastmaster and he 
accepted in the happiest of ad- 
dresses. 

The sentiments that called forth 
the responses were: 

“Our Visiting Officers,” by Rt. 
Illustrious George H. Mullen; “The 
Grand Council,” Rt. Illustrious Wil- 
liam H. L. Odell, D. G. M.; “Our 
Charter Members,” Illustrious Dari-

_ Medford council has a remarkable 
history, not only as a body, but as 
regards the longevity in duty of 
some of its officers and members. 


Parker R. Litchfield, one of the 
Charter members, has been treasurer 
of Medford 33 years, was its clerk 
25 years, and has also been secretary 
of Mt. Hermon lodge, A. F. and A. 
M., 46 years. He is now 83 years 
old and active. 

Benjamin A. Hersey, who was well 
known in the Masonic fraternity, 
was the first thrice illustrious mas- 
ter, and continued as such six years. 
The only treasurer ever installed is 
George B. Green, who has been 
such 40 years. He has served the 
same length of time as treasurer of 
Mystic R. A. chapter, and 41 years 
as treasurer of Mt. Hermon lodge— 
a total of 121 years. It is doubtful 
if there is another like case in this 
country. He was 88 years old 
April 30. 

At the first regular assembly, 
May 7, 1869, 37 applications were re- 
ceived, among which were those of 
four who are still living and mem- 
bers of the council. In January, 
1870, there was an enrollment of 
30; in 1879 it had risen to 62; it 
increased six in the next 10 years, 
and in 1899 the membership attained 
to 86. During the last decade there 
has been much greater interest 
taken and it now has 185 on the roll, 

a gain of 114 per cent in 10 years. 

There have been 18 thrice illustri- 
our masters, 11 of whom are now 
living.

Horace S. Bacon 


ROTHER Horace Sar- 
gent Bacon, one of the 
popular Masons of Low- 
ell, has been appoint- 
ed to the office of Reg- 
ister of Deeds for Northern Mid- 
dlesex County to complete the un- 
expired term of Captain Joseph P. 
Thompson, who resigned the office 
because of ill health. The appoint- 
ment came to Brother Bacon with- 
out solicitation and entirely unex- 
pectedly. It is an evidence of the es- 
teem in which this brother is held 
by those who know him. 

Brother Bacon was born in Low- 
ell in 1869. He was educated in 
the Lowell schools and the Chaun- 
cy Hall school of Boston. He en- 
gaged in various lines of business 
in Boston until 1899, when he was 
graduated from the Boston Univer- 
sity Law School and admitted the 
same year to the barin Boston. He 
has been practising law since then, of 
late being connected officially with 
several important societies, which 
took much of his time. He is a mem- 


ber of the Middlesex County Bar As- 
sociation, is on the state board of 
government of the Sons of the 
American Revolution, is a member 
of Old Middlesex Chapter, S. A. R., 
and vice president thereof; is secre- 
tary of the Lowell Historical So- 
ciety, and is very prominent in the 
Masonic fraternity. 

Brother Bacon was initiated in 
Kilwinning lodge, his membership 
dating from March 13th, 1896. Ile 
was exalted in Mt. Horeb R. A. 
Chapter, June 18, 1896. He received 
the degrees in Ahasuerus Council 
R. and S. Masters and was made a 
member Feb. 20, 1905. Ile was 
knighted in Pilgrim Commandery 
Kk. T., January 20, 1897, receiving 
the Order of Malta, February 21, 
1897. He has received the degrees 
of the Scottish Rite and is a life 
member of Massachusetts Consis- 
tory. 

The following list of organiza- 
tions with which Brother Bacon is 
connected and the offices he has 
held will give some idea of his ac- 
tive life:

Freemasonry and Roman Catholicism 


IE quote from “The Free- 
| mason” (London), two 
notices of the Catholic 
| Clergy and their attitude 
towards Freemasonry, 
which express directly oposite views. 
We sincerely trust that the Catholic 
y in general are too intelli- 
gent and fairminded to entertain the 
hostile and bigoted opinion ex- 
pressed by “Canon Richardson.” 
Freemasonry and Roman Catholi- 
= cism. 

“7 here are a few points on this 
subject that ought not to be left out 
of consideration. (1.) The Roman 
condemnation of Masonry is not un- 
iversal; in India, for example, there 
are Roman Freemasons. (2.) The 
general reason given against Free- 
masonry by Romans is that it is a 
‘Secret Society.’ But Freemasonry 
is not ‘secret’ in the sense in which 
we all condemn such societies, i-¢., 
it has no hidden politically danger- 
ous scheme, and no anti-religious 
purpose. (3) Another reason given 
is that it may cause reticence at 
confession. So does the Roman Ec- 
clesiastical Law. No one is sup- 
posed to confess anything except sin 
—and a Roman priest is not allowed 
to ‘pump’ his penitents about 


things that are not. sinful. We 
sometimes forget the existence of 
this wholesome rule. (4.) As an 
Anglican clergyman, I can say 
without hesitation that our rule as 
to ‘breaking confidence’ with parish- 
ioners, etc., is more strict and 
severe than the Roman rule; yet 
there is complete accord between 
most Anglican clergy and Free- 
masonry. (5.) As to the religious 
point of view, a Roman Priest might 
act as Chaplain in any Masonic de- 
gree without meeting with any- 
thing that would put a strain on 
either his faith or his morals. (6.) 
To a great extent the Romans them- 
selves are learning that British Free- 
masonry is in no way mischievous. 
I have myself, within the last year, 
got strong assurances on this point 
from three Roman Catholics —a 
lady, who lent me Mr. Benson's ab- 
surd novel, in which he makes An- 
tichrist spring out of Masonry; a 
prelate, who expressed a_ strong 
opinion as to Mr. Benson's folly; 
and a well-known Roman publisher. 
(7.) Under these circumstances, is 
there not some hope of the difficult- 
ies being solved on both sides by 
‘the very bond of peace and of 
all virtues'—Charity? A. R. E” 
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The Other View. 

“On the part of the Catholic 
Clergy there seems to have been a 
dead set organized against Free- 
masonry. We hear from many dif- 
ferent points that not only occa- 
sional sermons, but a ‘series of ser- 
mons,’ are being delivered from the 
pulpits to warn the faithful against 
the wiles of the devil, who, to all 
accounts, must have given away his 
lurid Mephistophelean garb and 
donned the Masonic Apron. His 
satonic majesty has borne the brunt 
of many charges on the part of the 
Catholic clergy, which have ulti- 
mately had to be withdrawn. The 
first printers were imprisoned by 
order of the Church for being in 
league with the evil one, who sent 
assistants to help in the wicked 
work of printing Bibles. The 
stigma of the ‘printer's devil’ re- 
mains to this day; and the Catholic 
Church encourages what it formerly 
condemned; has, in fact, literally 
drawn the devil to its own bosom. 
It is a pity they don't stop at print- 
ing Bibles, instead of encouraging 
newspapers to circulate deliberately 
spoken and intentional falsehoods 
about Freemasonry. Here is a 
choice bit of Catholic inspirational 
teaching: 

“At a meeting of the Catholic 
Federation in Gorton on Monday 


evening,Canon Richardson said that 
secular education meant the eleva- 
tion of the things of man in opposi- 
tion to God. From that they got 
Freemasonry, and when they got 
that they got the devil, and when 
they got the devil they got hell, and 
the world became possessed by the 
devil. 

“The Canon’s want of logic is so 
apparent that one wonders why such 
utterances should come from men 
who are reputed to be educated. 
He should know that neither 
material nor spiritual temples 
can be erected with crooked 
bricks. The possession of material 
knowledge—secular education—can- 
not possibly destroy the powers of 
man’s perception: and he who per- 
ceives material truths, perceives the 
symbolism of spiritual things. The 
lack of a full education may tend 
to a weakness of spiritual percep- 
tion, and the consequent result is 
that ignorance must rely on the 
dogmatism that an educated unit 
would reject as inconsistent with the 
developed faculty of reason. If the 
Canon would reason rightly. he 
would not act in such an absurd 
manner with his tongue. His 
‘crooked bricks’ consisted of his 
misinterpretation of the value of 
things that are outside of priest- 
craft.” 


Second National Peace Congress 


ay | gladly publish the fol- 
wing announcement of 
the second National 
Peace Congress which 
will be held in Chicago, 
May 3-5, 1909. As Freemasons we 
should certainly encourage every 
effort to establish world peace. 
There is no organization, not even 
the Christian Church, whose mem- 
bers are under greater obligations 
to promote peace and encourage the 


growth of the spirit of Brotherhood 
among individuals and nations than 
I-'reemasons. 

We are happy to note that the 
Masonic organization will be recog- 
nized in the coming Congress and 
that an address on “Iraternal Order 
and Peace,” will be delivered by 
Joseph B. Burtt, past master of 
Thos. J. Turner lodge No. 409 of 
Chicago. 
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“The [First National Peace Con- 
gress was held in New York in 1907, 
just on the eve of the assembling of 
the Second Hague Conference, and 
contributed largely to the success of 
that important assembly at which 
forty-four nations were represented. 

The Coming Congress will be simi- 
lar to the New York Congress. Its 
great object will be the strengthen- 
ing of public sentiment for inter- 
national arbitration and the consid- 
eration of the next steps to be taken 
toward the realization of universal 
peace. Speakers of world-wide 
reputation have been invited, includ- 
ing government officials in our own 
land as well as prominent officials 
of Great Britain, Germany, France, 
Japan, China, South America, and 
other countries. Special legal, educa- 
tional, religious, industrial and com- 
mercial sessions have been arranged, 
and it is expected that, as in New 
York, the attendance will mount up 
into the thousands. 

A Universal Peace Congress was 
held in Chicago in connection with 
the Columbian Exposition in 1893. 
While the peace gathering was 
somewhat overshadowed by the 
great exhibition, nevertheless, the 
addresses and papers presented were 
a distinct contribution to the litera- 
ture of the peace movement. In 
six short years after the Chicago 
Peace Congress, its recommenda- 
tion as to a Congress and High 

Court of Nations began to be 
worked out into actualities by the 
First Hague Conference in 1899. It 
is believed that a National Peace 
Congress in Chicago, the metropolis 
of the west, will contribute not a 
little to the progress of the world. 

The principle of arbitration has 
triumphed. Within a century more 
than 260 important controversies be- 
tween nations have been settled by 
this pacific means. At the Second 
Hague Conference, two years ago, 
35 powers, representing 1,285,272,- 


000 inhabitants, voted for general 
obligatory arbitration; four powers, 
representing 55,562,000 inhabitants, 
refrained from voting; while only 
five powers, representing 167,436,000 
inhabitants, voted against it. Thus 
has the civilized world by the vote 
of the official representatives of 
nearly nine-tenths of its population 
declared itself in favor of obligatory 
arbitration as a substitute for war. 
After the magnificent efforts for 
substitution of an official Inter- 
national Court for international trial 
by battle, we may rejoice that ar- 
bitration has commended itself to 
the world as reasonable and practic- 
able. More than eighty treaties of 
obligatory arbitration have been 
concluded between the nations in 
pairs within the last five years, our 
own country being a party to 
twenty-four of them. 

The question now comes, ‘What 
next?’ Two years before the as- 
sembling of the Third Hague Con- 
ference in 1915, a statement will 
be drawn up by the several gov- 
ernments concerning the questions 
which will come up for discussion 
at the third session of what has 
come to be virtually a periodic Con- 
gress of Nations. One of the ob- 
jects of the Chicago Peace Con- 
gress will be to consider what sub- 
jects should be taken up by the 
Third Hague Conference. A gen- 
erous portion of the program is to 
be devoted to considering next 
steps. History is making so rapidly 
towards international co-operation 
that it is difficult to keep ahead of 
prose facts. 

A new era is opening. Busi- 
ness men, educators and labor lead- 
ers alike feel that we are not spend- 
ing our national revenues to the 
best advantage. It is altogether 
possible that coming historians may 
date a new chapter in the world’s 
annals from the present quarter 
century. Coming at this strategic 
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moment, supported by the new eco- 
nomic and moral sentiment of today, 
the Chicago Peace Congress will 
undoubtedly go down into history 
as epoch-marking, if not, indeed 
epoch-making. 

A most cordial invitation is 
hereby extended to societies and or- 
ganizations of all kinds, including 
peace and arbitration societies, state 


and city governments, bar associa- 
tions, chambers of commerce, col- 
leges, law schools, learned societies, 
clubs, labor organizations, etc., etc., 
to send official delegates to this 
Second National Peace Congress. 

Individuals who are in sympathy 
with the movement are urged to 
attend as members of the Con- 
gress.” 


George L. Lilley 


Brother George L, Lilley, gov- 
ernor of Connecticut, died Thurs- 
day, April 22d and was buried with 
impressive ceremony —_ Saturday, 
April 24th. Brother Lilley was born 
in Massachusetts, but has been a 
resident of Waterbury, Conn., dur- 
ing the past twenty-eight years. He 
had met with remarkable success in 
business and was exceedingly pop- 
ular in his home city where he was 
best known. He was a man of wide 
experience and had travelled ex- 
tensively and had a knowledge of 
economic and other questions con- 
cerning state and national affairs 
that Save great value to his opin- 
ions. While he possessed an ami- 
able disposition he had likewise the 
courage of his convictions and did 
not hesitate to criticise wasteful 
policies of the National government 
It is said of him that his life ended 
ina tragedy. Tle suffered from 
persecution to which he was sub- 
jected in the latter part of his ser- 
vice in congress by calling atten- 
tion to waste on useless expenditure 
in one of the departments and that 
his last illness was precipitated by 
worry caused by his traducers 
which he said “broke my heart,” 


Brother Lilley enjoyed association 
in fraternal societies, being a mem- 
ber in several. He enjoyed in partic- 
ular his Masonite affiliation. Ile was 
a member of Harmony lodge, No. 
42; Eureka chapter, No. 22, and 
Clark commandery, No. 7, all of 
Waterbury...

Masonic Temple, Chelsea Mass. 


Ever since the destruction of the Masonic 
Temple in Chelsea, Mass., by the great fire 
the brethren have been looking forward 
to the time when they might be in con- 
dition to build a new temple. The time is 
not far distant when the Masonic bodies 
of Chelsea will be assembled in their own 
city again and in their own temple. Plans 
for a handsome new temple have been 
approved which will be conveniently near 
the site of the old building ¢ yed. It 
will be built of concrete, br and terra 
cotta and will cost between $35,000 and 
$40,000. The building will cover a lot 
50x120 feet and will be three stories high, 

There will be two stores 


and a_ public 
hall on the ground floor. This hall will 
have a small stage with ante-rooms 
dressing-rooms and check-rooms and be- 
low it in the basement there will be a ban- 
quet hall. Entrance to these halls will be 
afforded by a separate corridor in one side 
of the building, At the other side will 


be the entrance corridor for the Masonic 
apartments on the second and third floors 
with an elevator. The temple proper on 
the second floor will extend to the roof, 
a distance of twenty-five feet, and will 
be lighted by a large skylight. There will 
be commodious lockers, regalia apartments 
and a handsome smoking-room with a big 
fireplace, also a banquet hall. The walls 
of the building will be made heavy enough 
to permit of their being carried several 
feet above the roof, and it is expected to 
have a roof garden. Throughout the 
building will be handsomely finished and 
the terra cotta work outside, including 
the four large semi-detached Corinthian 
columns, will be of the finest cream- 
colored enamel. The temple will have a 
beam ceiling and in the front there will 
he placed several German prism-glass win- 
dows. The street floor will have a plate- 
glass front.

He could tell them 
that Past Grand Master Blake, chairman 
of the committee, has a list of men ready 
with checks of $1000, others of $500, to 
be handed in when the institution has been 
opened. If the craft in general established 
the home, that is, put it in running shape, 
rich men will contribute another $200,000. 
Since last December one lawyer men- 
tioned the names of seven men who have 
made provision in their wills for the home. 
The movement had become infectious. 
What was greatly desired was for every 
man to designate himself a committee to 
sce the man next to him and keep the idea 
in motion.

Now 
if I can inspire the Masons of Massachu- 
setts to give an endowment sufficient for 
its maintenance I shall think I have done 
something in the line of my duty. I can 
assure you that the home will be opened 
as soon as we have $200,000—less than 
$5 for each Mason—which is certainly not 
any great sacrifice, and I believe it will be 
given speedily. 

“Homes in other states have been given 
from the friends of the grand and_ sub- 
ordinate lodges, but we should build and 
maintain ours from the free gifts of every 
one of the 55,000 Masons in the state.” 

Past Grand Master Blake followed, 
saying that the main question about the 
home had been settled, and what remains 
is the maintenance. The man who gives 
quickly gives twice, and there is need of 
quick work. 

Before the lodge closed, Past Master 
John Edward Marden, the tyler, was sum- 
moned inside, and when he had approached 
the master, the latter saluted him with a 
message of love from the lodge and pre- 
sented him a beautifully engraved tyler’s 
jewel of solid gold in token of the brotherly 
love and esteem of the members.
